Eight Gasoline andFuelOil 
Storrage Tanks At Maryville 


MAR* VILLE, Mo. (AP)—An 
explosion spread fire among 
e<gt*t gasoline and fu el oil stor­ 
age tanks at the east edge of 
Maryville 
Thursday 
night. 
Firemen let the fire burn itself 
out today after blocking its 
path to more tanks and near­ 
by buildings. 
Seven of the tanks either ex­ 
ploded or ruptured. At one 
time flames seemed to leap 300 
feet high. About 9:30 p.m., half 
an hour after the Initial explo­ 
sion, a sudden mushroom of 
flame and smoke whooshed out. 
Chief of Police David Archer 
estimated it was a block in di­ 
ameter. 
Hie only casualty reported 
was Gall Downing, Maryville 
barber who volunteered to help 
the firemen. Running back from 
Hie second big explosion, he fell 
and gashed a knee. 
When the oil tank fire was at 
Its height, an explosion shook 
Hie back end of Maryville's 
Saeway market, a block and a 
half west of the courthouse 
square and a dozen blocks or so 
west of the oil fire. 
Investigators found a dyna. 
mite charge had been fa stened 
to Hie c o n d u i t and fittings 
where power lines enter the 
building. A fu se apparently was 
Ignited on the g r o u n d and 
burned up the side of the build­ 
ing to the charge. It blew a hole 


about 14 by 15 inches in the 
back wall near the roofline and 
damaged refrigeration and oth­ 
er equipment inside. 
Three employes and six or 
eight customers were in the 
store, but none was hurt. 
Ch ef Archer said investiga­ 
tors were unable to determ ne 
immediately any motive for dy­ 
namiting the store. 
He said It probably would be 
sometime today befo re the oil 
fire cools down enough to per­ 
mit investigation of its cause 
and an estimate of the damage. 
The tanks b e l o n g to the 
Shipps Oil Co. and are located 
about 300 te et across the Bur- 
lington Railroad tracks and east 
of the old passenger station at 
Third and Depot streets. Spread 
around the Shipps bulk plant 
are tanks, truck clocks and oth­ 
er buildings used by the Mil- 
bank Oil Co., the Missouri 
Farmers Association and Con­ 
sumers Co-op. 
Firemen concentrated on wet­ 
ting down these fa cilities and 
kept the fire on the east side of 
the 
tracks. There is an open 
pasture east of the Shipps tanks 
and it is a quarter of a block 
to the closest buildings on the 
north and south. These include 
elevators, mills and fertilizer 
depots.

SOCIAL LEGISLATION 
Our Nation, at this time, is engaged in a 
great and soul - searching debate. At issue is 
the tremendously important question of what 
is the proper role of Government in our society. 
On the one side are those who demand with vigor 
and considerable persuasiveness an enlarged 
role for the Federal Government; on the oth er 
side are those who oppose attempts to increase 
the Government’s direction and control over 
our way of life, fearing that such direction 
would threaten the very existence of individual 
freedom itself. The controversy rages — divid­ 
ing our people, stirring them to serious political 
debate, and calling for a basic re—examination 
of the direction we as a nation are traveling,

The Republicans knew something was sadly 
wrong when, in the 1962 elections, they piled 
up 48 per cent of the total vote for U. S. House 
members but got just 40 per cent of the seats. 
Now they think they have the answer: bad 
districting. 
If votes and seats were matched at 48 per 
cent, the GOP today would have 209 house 
seats instead of the 176 they won. 
GOP researchers, seeking the reason they 
did not get those extra 33 places, took a hard 
look at congressional apportionment, nation­ 
wide. In a study now being privately circu­ 
lated to governors, legislators and party offi­ 
cials, they concluded that: 
A. great deal of Republican strength is con­ 
centrated in oversized dA tricts. Such districts 
are defined as those which have at least 15 per 
cent more population than each district would 
have if all within a state were equal in popu­ 
lation. 
The effect of oversize, of course, is often to 
give the winning party a far bigger cushion of 
votes than it has any use for. These show up 
in the total vote — but do not add seats. If 
some of the “extra” population were placed in 
a nearby district, it might give the party an­ 
other seat. 
Of the 85 x oversized districts in the nation, 
Republicans won 41, Democrats 44. That seems 
to put the Democrats in an even worse fix, but 
it is only part of the story. The balancing evi­ 
dence is that the Democrats captured 64 seats 
in undersized districts, while the GOP won 
only 21 in such areas. The undersized natural­ 
ly, are those which fall 15 per cent or more 
below the optimum size. 
The party that wins most in the undersized 
districts obviously makes its votes count for 
more in seats. In the 88th Congress, one of 
every four Democrats but only one of every 
Republicans represents an undersized 
district. 
In contrast, one of every four Republican 
lawmakers but one of every six D em ocrats 
represents an oversized district. 
GOP studies show that 58 of 97 seats in the 
Old South (leaving out nine at-large posts) are 
either too large or too small to be rated fairly 
apportioned. Though 
Republicans 
increased 
their southern vote mightily in 1962, they won 
just 11 of the 97 districted seats — for a net 
gniw of four. 
Most of the too-fat districts, say the Repub­ 
licans, are not big city areas but are either in 
medium - sized cities or in the badly under- 
• represented suburbs, coast to coast. 
• The net effect of this study is to urge upon 
GOP leaders everywhere a new, comprehensive 
effort to achieve more equitable congressional 
apportionment, which might in turn yield a 
better party ratio of seats to votes,

A LOOK AHEAD? 
The economy of France is 
moving along pretty well these 
days, and the government has 
set up a balanced budget and 
announced a tax cut. But if it 
isn 't one darned thing, it's an­ 
other, and the social security 
system over there is faced 
with bankruptcy. 
The French system is older 
than ours — founded in 1928 
— and faced with the sam e 
political p ressu res. That is, 
nobody likes the increased taxes 
they 
require, 
but 
everyone 
wants liberalized benefits. 
Now, the Labor M inister, Gil­ 
b e rt Grandval, says: “ The fi­ 
nancial breaking point is near. 
The solution cannot be found 
in the framework of the p res­ 
ent system ." 
The French system has come 
unstuck on its medical care 
feature. Despite the fact that 
every French worker pays 6 
p er cent of his earnings into 
the fund and every French em ­ 
ployer pays in a whopping 18 
p er cent of his payroll, there 
just isn 't enough money to cov­ 
e r the benefits. 
Now it is adm itted that the 
taxes can't go any higher. The 
cost is nearly one franc of 
every four earned. Such taxes 
m ust 
go 
into the prices of 
French goods, which are a l­ 
ready priced high enough to 
be difficult to move in the 
world 
m arkets upon w h i c h 
France is dependent. 
Despite the high taxes for 
Social Security, the medical 
benefits have been so costly 
that the government has not 
been able to pay livable old 
age pensions. So the prim e 
objective of social security has 
had to give way to a secondary 
one, and even so the whole sys­ 
tem now is threatened.

Victory by B ritish Labor P a r­ 
ty Could Spark New E ra F o r 
Powerful Socialist — Not Com­ 
munist — International 
Washington, D. C.: — This 
up-to-the - minute 
p o litic a l 
story really begins exactly 100 
years 
ago. Back 
in 1864 the 
bearded Karl Marx launched 
the Socialist (second) Interna­ 
tional. Decades la ter the Len- 
. inists launched the Third In­ 
ternational, the T rotskyites un- 
’ leased the Four-.h International 
and now 
Mao Tse-tung, tug­ 
ging with N. S. Khrushchev, is 
reportedly ready to create the 
Fifth International. 
In the U. S. knowledge of the 
S e c o n d I n t e r n a t i o n a l is 
esoteric. Those who rem em ber 
a mention of it in a college 
class think it dead. F a r from 
it. The Second International is 
alive. It is vibrant. Except in 
this country it is contending 
for power all across the free 
world -- especially 
in 
th e 
B ritish election, which is gen­ 
erally being overlooked because 
of the tensions of our own p re si­ 
dential race. 
However, the resu lts of the 
B ritish poll could affect us a l­ 
most a3 much as the outcom e, 
in the U. S. on Nov. 3. 
The race in the United King­ 
dom is between a S o c ia list 
Party - - the B ritish Labor P a r­ 
ty — and a middle - of-the- 
road capitalist party — the 
Conservatives. 
Because Labor Party leader 
Harold Wilson may find him ­ 
self 
Prim e 
M inister 
of the 
B ritish Em pire within a few 
weeks and because he has been 
acting chairm an of the Socialist 
International, I sought out its 
headquarters in London recent­ 
ly. 
I found it on the second floor 
of an apartm ent house, walk- 
up type, in St. John's Wood, 
High Street, in a quiet part 
of London. The few room s had 
been converted into sm all of­ 
fices and a slender, graying, 
fiftyish general secretary by 
the name of Albert Carthy p re ­ 
sided over it, modestly apolo­ 
gizing for some of the d isa r­ 
ray on his desk. 
M odestly, I say, because the 
Socialist International now has 
11,834,680 m em bers as of the 
latest count. When its world 
congress m eets a year from 
now it will have m illions m ore 
in its 42 affiliated parties. 
M ore than half of the Socialist 
International m em bership is in 
the B ritish Labor P arty — 6,- 
325,507. But these »Vrares are 
no clue to the Litem acional's 
real strength. 
The affiliated p arties polled 
a total of 64,496,686 votes in 
elections across the world dur­ 
ing the firs t six months of 1963. 
This does not include m ore 
recent polls such as the Kalian 


election 
Nor are these v o te s - 
rolled up by Communist parties 
which 
call 
them selves 
So­ 
cialist. This total is gathered 
from polls in the free world 
-- outside the Iron and Bam­ 
boo curtains, outside of Yugo­ 
slavia. 


Nor is this vast vote something 
which has been piled up only in 
far off lands. Few Am ericans 
realize there is a powerful new 
Socialist party right 
on 
our 
northern border. The New Dem­ 
o cratic Party, fully affiliated 
with the Socialist International, 
has 255,000 m em bers and polled 
1,027,559 votes, o r 14 per cent 
of the total cast in Canada in 
the national election. And the 
party there is just beginning 
to operate. 
If the British Socialists, who 
receive 90 per cent of their 
support from the T rades Un­ 
ion Congress, win next month, 
the victory is expected to set 
off a Socialist chain reaction 
a c ro ss Europe. With the B ritish 
government in the hands of H ar­ 
old Wilson’s Socialists, the So­ 
cialists of West Germany are 
expected to whip up enough 
enthusiasm to elect their lead­ 
e r, West B erlin's Mayor Willie 
Brandt, as chancellor of the 
German Republican in 1965. 
M r. Wilson had already p re­ 
dicted a Socialist-led Europe 
som etim e in 1965. Such a So­ 
c i a l i s t 
c o n t i n e n t 
w i l l 
“ establish new patterns of re la ­ 
tions with the U. S .," according 
to the B ritishL abor Party lead­ 
e r. 
He has said that “ Europe is 
on the eve of a great social 
breakthrough.” He bases this 
not only on the chances of his 
own election and that of H err 
Brandt, but also on the fact 
that 
Italian Socialist Party 
leader Pierto Nenni is vice 
prem ier of Italy and French 
Socialist 
Party 
leader Guy 
Mollet 
has 
a considerable 
chance of succeeding the ag­ 
ing Charles de Gaulle. 
As M r. Wilson sees it, most 
of 
Europe, in clu d in g 
the 
Scandinavian nations, of course, 
would then be under Socialist 
Party leadership. There would 
be no need to create any new 
Socialist councils. The Sec­ 
ond International 
is 
there. 
Its leaders, such a s the famed 
Paul - Henri Spaak, who once 
ran 
NATO, and Wilson and 
Brandt, meet regularly. 
There is also a Council which 
acts as the governing body of 
the Socialist International. It 
m et in B russels on Sept. 2nd. 
Thus, if Mr. W ilson's dream 
com es true, A m erica will face 
three world blocs, the Soviet 
Communists, M ao's Commu­ 
nists and the non-Communist 
Socialists. That should keep 
the world spinning.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate 
Majority Leader Mike Mans­ 
field, D-Mont., today 
urged 
President Johnson, Republican 
presidential nominee 
Barry 
Goldwater 
and 
their 
vice- 
presidential 
running 
mates 
to avoid risking their lives by 
imprudent mingling with cam­ 
paign crowds. 
With a grim reference to the 
Warren Commission report on 
the assassination of President 
John F . Kennedy, the Senate 
Democratic leader urged all 
four 
major 
candidates “ to 
avoid exposing themselves un­ 
necessarily to this danger.** 
“ The Warren report under­ 
scores American political his­ 
tory in showing that the disas­ 
ter of an assassination of a na­ 
tional figure not only can be, 
but is likely to be the work of a 
single 
warped 
mind,” Mans­ 
field told the Senate in prepared 
remarks. 
He urged the candidates to 
comply 
with 
security 
safe­ 
guards of the Secret Service and 
other police officials and pro­ 
tectors. 
“ It is a matter of basic prud­ 
ence and has nothing whatever 


to do .. h personal courage or 
confidence in the people of the 
United States/* he said. 
Mansfield noted that a nation­ 
al campaign requires that the 
major 
candidates 
“ present 
themselves in person through­ 
out the nation.** 
But he said r ' Warren Com­ 
mission fount 
it precautions 
can and should 3 taken “ to re­ 
duce the risks to the President 
and other candidates.** 
“ It is imperative to do what­ 
ever may be reasonably done to 
avoid a catastrophe/* he said. 


Johnson has frequently ming­ 
led with campaign crowds in ap­ 
parent disregard of his Secret 
Service and police guards and 
the Warren report. 
“ Much of the responsibility 
rests with the President and the 
candidates them selves/* Mans­ 
field said. 
“ I repeat, I strongly urge all 
of them in the interests of the 
nation to follow the procedures 
designed to provide for their 
safety, even if at times it means 
leaving a few hands unshaken 
or some autograph books un­ 
signed/* Mansfield added.

Weak Staph 
Can Block 
Virulent 
Strains 


Nasal 
inoculations 
of weak 
Staphylococcus aureus can pre­ 
vent the subsequent acquisition 
of virulent infection-producing 
strains of this bacterium, a 
study among volunteers at the 
Federal Penitentiary in Atlanta 
showed today. 


The findings indicate that this 
protective interference, pre­ 
viously 
observed 
in studies 
-am ong newborns, might be used- 
to prevent staph infections in 
households 
and 
hospitals, 
according to a report in the 
American Journal of Diseases 
of Children, published by the

American Medical Association. 
Virulent strains of staph are 
found among other normal bac­ 
teria carried nasally by certain 
persons 
who 
represent 
a 
potential hazard to their en­ 
viron*^ -i their contacts and to 
them selves, it was pointed out. 
At present, there is no known 
method 
which 
permanently 
eradicates 
virulent 
staph 
strains 
from all 
persistent 
carriers. 
There 
were 
122 persistent 
staph carriers and 212 persist­ 
ent noncarriers included in the 
study reported by Drs. Mar «in 
Boris, New York City, Thomas 
F. Sellers Jr., Atlanta, Heinz 
F. Eichenwald, Dallas, John C. 
Ribble, New York City, and 
Henry R. Shinefield, New York 
City. 
Some 
carriers 
were given 
antibiotics which temporarily 
removed nasal bacteria, then 
inoculated with the weak staph 
strain 
and finally challenged 
with the virulent strain, while 
other groups of carriers and 
noncarriers were used for com­ 
parison purposes. 
The ability to colonize per­ 
sistent noncarriers with the 
weak strain was significantly 
less than the ability to colonize 
carriers 
pretreated su ccess­ 
fully with antibiotics, the re­ 
searchers said. 
Antibiotic therapy as employed 
in this study only resulted in 
a transient suppression of S 
aureus, according to the re­ 
port. 
When drug therapy was 
not immediately followed 
by 
inoculation with the weak staph 
strain, the authors commented, 
the original S aureus strain re­ 
appeared in most subjects. Con­ 
versely, they added, the original 
strain 
was 
recovered only 
rarely when there was success­ 
ful implantation of the 
weak 
strain following the antibiotic 
regimen. 
The study provides “ direct 
evidence” that nasal coloni­ 
zation of a weak staph strain 
interferes with the subsequent 
colonization of an infection - 
causing strain, the authors con­ 
cluded. 
The results also indicate that 
the technique is feasible among 
this particular 
population 
group, they continued. 
How­ 
ever, they said, conditions in a 
normal household or hospital 
obviously 
differ 
from 
a 
penitentiary and the use of this 
technique to control staph dis­

among 
individuals, 
fam ilies or hospital personnel 
must await additional controlled 
observations.

Most leafy vegetables * 
contain some vitamin C, al­ 
though citrus fruits are better

And, one of the best 
leafy sources is cabbage say

Vitamin 
C rich - cabbage is 
produced in some area of the 
country all year, and it’s nearly 
always available on the market. 
But 
home 
garden or local 
supplies are greatest from the 
summer through October. M d- 
west raised cabbages in part­ 
icular are at their peak in the 
early fall. Look for reasonably 
priced plentiful supplies of both 
green and red types, advises 
USDA’s Agricultural Marketing 
Service. 
Cabbage, once selected and 
brought home, should not be 
allowed to dry out. 
If it is 
to be held a few days, it should 
be wrapped or put in the crisper 
of the refrigerator. 
To 
further 
protect 
this 
valuable supply of vitamin C, 
cabbage should be cpoked in as 
little water as possible. 
If 
more water is used in cook­ 
ing than the amount ofcabbage- 
for 
example, 
four times as 
much - more than half the vit­ 
amin will be lost. 
But if only 
enough water to equal one- 
third the amount of vegetable is 
added, 90 percent of the vitamin 
will be retained.

Dried eggs should be kept 
tightly c lo se d and in the re­ 
frigerator. Otherwise they may 
absorb odors or flavors or take 
up moisture and then be diffi­ 
cult to mix with liquid. They 
will keep for months if prop­ 
erly stored.

There is some­ 
thing each of us considers more 
important than life itself, and 
we are betting our lives on it. 
One person bets his life that 
wisdom is the principle thing 
in life, so he spends himself 
to get an education. Another 
gambles his life that money 
is the greatest thing, so he 
gives his time and strength to 
get it. 
Another lays his life 
on fun. Another places his bet 
on power - security. 
You cannot walk down the 
street without taking risks. You 
cannot conduct a business with­ 
out venture, tor there is no 
infallible way of knowing if 
a policy or an investment will 
succeed. 
The farmer is

gambler, for how can he tell 
If the weather will destroy his 
crops or bring them to har­ 
vest? The Christian ministry 
in a sense is a gamble. I do 
not know that you will

my salary or respond to my 
appeals. I agree with the per­ 
son who says life is a gamble 
on whatever level you live on. 
Maybe our victory over the 
evils of gambling can come 
through transforming a cheap 
kind of gambling into a noble 
kind. Wise people do not rebel 
against this rule, for if life 
had no uncertainties it could 
have no zest, and we would 
have no growth or progress.

For more than 24 hours, ihe 
Weather Bureau had been pre­ 
dicting a northward turn by 
Hilda and the latest advisory 
said a slow turn “ to a more 
northerly course is indicated." 
Forecasters declined to haz­ 
ard a guess as to Hilda's proba­ 
ble target, but foe red and black 
hurricane warning flags were 
hoisted along all of foe Louisi­ 
ana Coast west of the mouth of 
the Mississippi River. 
The New Orleans Coast Guard 
said it had sketchy reports fronr 
a ship 348 miles southwest 
of the Louisiana Coast — or 
somewhere near Hilda's eye — 
but declined to say if foe ves­ 
sel was in distress.

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) — 
Hurricane Hilda sought a target 
fo r the fury of her 1 5 0 -mile-an 
hour winds early today as she 
wallowed in the Gulf of Mexico, 
lashing at t h e deserted off shore 
oil rigs of the Louisiana Coast. 
Thousands of refu gees fled 
the swampy marshes of Louisi­ 
ana's 
Cajun country for the 
safe ty of the interior as they 
remembered killer hurricanes 
of the past. 
More severe than any of her 
Atlantic sisters, Hilda — first 
Gulf hurricane of the season — 
continued to move in a north­ 
westerly direction at a snail's 
pace through the night. 
The Weather Bureau's latest 
advisory placed the hurricane's 
eye —the low-pressure center 
which spawns its howling wiiKls 
—about 275 miles south-south­ 
west of New Orleans. 
For more than 24 hours, the 
Weather Bureau had been pre­ 
dicting a northward turn by 
Hilda and the latest advisory 
said a slow turn “ to a more 
northerly course is indicated.'' 
Forecasters declined to haz­ 
ard a guess as to Hilda's proba­ 
ble target, but the red and black 
hurricane warning flags were 
hoisted along all of the Louisi­ 
ana Coast west of the mouth of 
the Mississippi River. 
The New Orleans Coast Guard 
said it had sketchy reports from 
a 
ship 
348 miles southwest 
of the Louisiana Coast — or 
somewhere near Hilda's eye — 
but declined to say if the ves­ 
sel was in distress. 
The 
Weather Bureau said 
coastal tides from Galveston, 
Tex., to Mobile, Ala., would 
reach five feet by sunrise with 
higher tides as Hilda moved 
closer to shore.

GOP researchers, seeking the reason they 
did not get those extra 33 places, took a hard 
look at congressional apportionment, nation- 
wide. In a study now being privately circu­ 
lated to governors, legislators and party offi­ 
cials, they concluded that: 
A. great deal of Republican strength is con­ 
centrated in oversized districts. Such districts 
are defined as those which have at least 15 per 
cent more population than each district would 
have if all within a state were equal in popu­ 
lation. 
The effect of oversize, of course, is often to 
give the winning party a far bigger cushion of 
votes than it has any use for. These show up 
in the total vote — but do not add seats. If 
some of the “ extra” population were placed in 
a nearby district, it might give the party an­ 
other seat. 
Of the 85 x oversized districts in the nation, 
Republicans won 41, Democrats 44. That seems 
to put the Democrats in an even worse fix, but 
it is only part of the story. The balancing evi­ 
dence is that the Democrats captured 64 seats 
in undersized districts, while the GOP won 
only 21 in such areas. The undersized natural­ 
ly, are those which fall 15 per cent or more 
below the optimum size. 
The party that wins most in the undersized 
districts obviously makes its votes count for 
more in seats. In the 88th Congress, one of 
every four Democrats but only one of every 
nine Republicans represents an undersized 
district. 
In contrast, one of every four Republican 
lawmakers but one of every six D e m o c r a t s 
represents an oversized district. 
GOP studies show that 58 of 97 seats in the 
Old South (leaving out nine at-large posts) are 
either too large or too small to be rated fairly 
apportioned. Though 
Republicans 
increased 
their southern vote mightily in 1962, they won 
just 11 of the 97 districted seats — for a net 
gain of four. 
Most of the too-fat districts, say the Repub­ 
licans, are not big city areas but are either in 
medium - sized cities or in the badly under- 
■ represented suburbs, coast to coast. 
• The net effect of this study is to urge upon 
GOP leaders everywhere a new, comprehensive 
effort to achieve more equitable congressional 
apportionment, which might in turn yield a 
better party ratio of seats to votes.

A LOOK AHEAD? 
The economy of France is 
moving along pretty well these 
days, and the government has 
set up a balanced budget and 
announced a tax cut. But if it 
isn’t one darned thing, it’s an­ 
other, and the social security 
system over there is faced 
with bankruptcy. 
The French system is older 
than ours — founded in 1928 
-- and faced with the same 
political pressures. That is, 
nobody likes the increased taxes 
they 
require, but everyone 
wants liberalized benefits. 
Now, the Labor Minister, Gil­ 
bert Grandval, says: “ The fi­ 
nancial breaking point is near. 
The solution cannot be found 
in the framework of the pres­ 
ent system.” 
The French system has come 
unstuck on its medical care 
feature. Despite the fact that 
every French worker pays 6 
per cent of his earnings into 
the fund and every French em­ 
ployer pays in a whopping 18 
per cent of his payroll, there 
just isn’t enough money to cov­ 
er the benefits. 
Now it is admitted that the 
taxes can’t go any higher. The 
cost is nearly one franc of 
every four earned. Such taxes 
must 
go 
into the prices of 
French goods, which are al­ 
ready priced high enough to 
be difficult to move in the 
world 
markets upon which 
France is dependent. 
Despite the high taxes for 
Social Security, the medical 
benefits have been so costly 
that the government has not 
been able to pay livable old 
age pensions. So the prime 
objective of social security has 
had to give way to a secondary 
one, and even so the whole sys­ 
tem now is threatened. 
It’s something to think about 
when there are strenuous ef­ 
forts being made to add medical 


needs all that fresh air anyway?

What the would-be Vice Pres­ 
ident didn’t tell his listeners, 
however, was that at that very 
moment he had been on the long 
distance telephone to his Wash­ 
ington real estate agent, Ted 
Lingo, to discuss the racial 
restriction on his own $60,000 
residence in the 
Washington 
suburbs. 
Miller had bought his home at 
6605 Radnor Road, Bethesda, 
Md., as part of a completely 
restricted community, and he 
made three or four long dis­ 
tance calls to agent Lingo to 
make sure that they both told 
the same story if this fact was 
later revealed by the press. 
Nine days later, as this news­ 
man was digging into his re­ 
stricted covenant, Miller is­ 
sued 
a 
statement that he 
had “ discovered” his home had 
been covered by an anti-Negro 
restriction as part of a deed 
covering all the land in his 
area. The explanation on Sept# 
24 made it appear that he had 
just “ discovered" this, when 
the truth was that he had been 
frantically phoning his 
real 
estate broker on or about Sept. 
15. 
The broker, Ted Lingo,is a 
highly successful real estate 
agent, who handles a great deal 


of 
restricted property. And 
when 
my 
associate, 
Jack 
Anderson, was selling some 
suburban 
Maryland property 
through him, Lingo said that he 
would show it to Negroes but 
find some excuse not to sell 
it to them. Anderson refused to 
go along with this. 
Milter was a member of Con­ 
gress. When he acquired his 
Bethesda home in 1958, he was 
in a privileged position of re­ 
spect occupied by only 434 other 
people in the entire United 
States. He is a lawyer, Ander­ 
son is not. Yet he did not take 
the same precautions regard­ 
ing a controversial matter well- 
publicized in and around the na­ 
tion's capital.

Hiis, however, is only part 
of the inside story. 
At the same time that the 
charming and likeable would-

areas. He also overlooked the 
racial restrictions on

There was no dis­ 
claimer by Miller found with 
the deed. 
The congressman from Lock­ 
port lived in this restricted 
area until 1957, then moved to 
3203 Calvend Rd. Kensington, 
Md., which is part of the Rock 
Creek Hills development. This 
entire area is restricted, and 
there is nothing in the records 
to show that the would-be Vice 
President sought to release 
himself from the restriction.

Among males in the 17-64 
age range, the disability rate . 
decreased 
only 
slightly be­ 
tween 1960 and 1961 — from 
107 to 105 per 1,000. The de­ 
crease among females in the 
17-59 age group was, much 
greater — from 237 to 211 per 
1.000. Despite this favorable 
trend, the disability rate among 
women was twice that for men, 
reflecting the higher rate among 
women for each cause of dis­ 
ability except heart disease. 
A great part of the decrease 
in disability among women was 
due to the reduced incidence 
of diseases of the respiratory 
system, from 94.8 to 81.8 per 
1.000. 
Diseases of the respiratory 
system continued to be the lead­ 
ing cause of disability among 
both men and women, account­ 
ing for two out of every five 
cases among women. Diseases 
of the digestive system ranked 
second as a cause of disability 
in each sex, followed by ac­ 
cidental injuries. Diseases of 
the circulatory system ranked 
fourth 
among 
men, 
while 
diseases of the genito -urinary 
system and tumors — mostly 
benign — turned up as a rela­ 
tively important cause of dis­ 
ability among women.

Victory by British Labor Par­ 
ty Could Spark New Era F o r 
Powerful Socialist — Not Com­ 
munist — International 
Washington, D. C.: — This 
up-to-the - minute political 
story really begins exactly 100 
years ago. Back in 1864 the 
bearded Karl Marx launched 
the Socialist (second) Interna­ 
tional. Decades later the Len- 
. inists launched the Third In­ 
ternational, the Trotskyites un- 
’ leased the Fourth International 
and now 
Mao Tse-tung, tug­ 
ging with N. S. Khrushchev, is 
reportedly ready to create the 
Fifth Internationa'. 
In the U. S. knowledge of the 
Second I n t e r n a t i o n a l is 
esoteric. Those who remember 
a mention of it in a college 
class think it dead. Far from 
it. The Second International is 
alive. It is vibrant. Except in 
this country it is contending 
for power all across the free 
world -- especially 
in the 
British election, which is gen­ 
erally being overlooked because 
of the tensions of our own presi­ 
dential race, 
However, the results of the 
British poll could affect us al­ 
most as much as the outcome, 
in the U. S. on Nov. 3. 
The race in the United King­ 
dom is between a Socialist 
Party -- the British Labor Par­ 
ty — and a middle - of-the- 
road capitalist party — the 
Conservatives. 
Because Laoor Party leader 
Harold Wi!son may *ind him­ 
self Prime Minister of the 
British Empire within a few 
weeks and because he has been 
acting chairman of the Socialist 
International, I sought out its 
headquarters in London recent­ 
ly. 
I found it on the second floor 
of an apartment house, walk- 
up type, in St. John’s Wood, 
High Street, in a quiet part 
of London. The few rooms had 
been converted into small of­ 
fices and a slender, graying, 
fiftyish general secretary by 
the name of Albert Carthy pre­ 
sided over it, modestly apolo­ 
gizing for some of the disar­ 
ray on his desk. 
Modestly, I say, because the 
Socialist International now has 
11,834,680 members as of the 
latest count. When its world 
congress meets a year from 
now It will have millions more 
in its 42 affiliated parties. 
More than half of the Socialist 
International membership is in 
the British Labor Party — 6,- 
325,507. But these 'igjres ara 
no clue to the International's 
real strength. 
The affiliated parties polled 
a total of 64,496,686 votes In 
elections across the world dur­ 
ing the first six months of 1963. 
This does not include more 
recent polls such as the Italian 


election Nor ara these votes - 
rolled up by Communist parties 
which 
call 
themselves So­ 
cialist. This total is gathered 
from polls in the free world 
-- outside the Iron and Bam­ 
boo curtains, outside of Yugo­ 
slavia. 


Nor is this vast vote something 
which has been piled up only in 
far off lands. Few Americans 
realize there is a powerful new 
Socialist party right on our 
northern border. The New Dem­ 
ocratic Party, fully affiliated 
with the Socialist International, 
has 255,000 members and polled 
1,027,559 votes, or 14 per cent 
of the total cast in Canada in 
the national election. And the 
party there is just beginning 
to operate. 
If the British Socialists, who 
receive 90 per cent of their 
support from the Trades Un­ 
ion Congress, win next month, 
the victory is expected to set 
off a Socialist chain reaction 
across Europe. With the British 
government in the hands of Har­ 
old Wilson’s Socialists, the So­ 
cialists of West Germany are 
expected to whip up enough 
enthusiasm to elect their lead­ 
er, West Berlin’s Mayor Willie 
Brandt, as chancellor of the 
German Republican in 1965. 
Mr. Wilson had already pre­ 
dicted a Socialist-led Europe 
sometime in 1965. Such a So­ 
c i a l i s t 
c o n t i n e n t 
w i l l 
“ establish new patterns of rela­ 
tions with the U. S.,” according 
to the BritishLabor Party lead­ 
er. 
He has said that “ Europe is 
on the eve of a great social 
breakthrough.” He bases this 
not only on the chances of his 
own election and that of Herr 
Brandt, but also on the fact 
that 
Italian Socialist Party 
leader Pierto Nenni is vice 
premier of Italy and French 
Socialist 
Party 
leader Guy 
Mollet 
has 
a considerable 
chance of succeeding the ag­ 
ing Charles de Gaulle. 
As Mr. Wilson sees it, most 
of 
Europe, including 
the 
Scandinavian nations, of course, 
would then be under Socialist 
Party leadership. There would 
be no need to create any new 
Socialist councils. The Sec­ 
ond International 
is 
there. 
Its leaders, such as the famed 
Paul - Henri Spaak, who once 
ran 
NATO, and Wilson and 
Brandt, meet regularly. 
There is also a Council which 
acts as the governing body of 
the Socialist International. It 
met in Brussels on Sept. 2nd. 
Thus, if Mr. Wilson’s dream 
comes true, America will face 
three world blocs, the Soviet 
Communists, Mao’s Commu­ 
nists and the non-Communist 
Socialists. That should keep 
the world spinning.

THINKING THROUGH SOME OF OUR 
SOCIAL LEGISLATION 
Our Nation, at this 
time, is engaged in a 
great 
and soul - searching debate. At issue is 
the tremendously important qiestion of what 
is the proper role of Government in our society. 
On the one side are those who de rn and with vigor 
and considerable persuasiveness an enlarged 
role for the Federal Government; on the other 
side are those who oppose attempts to increase 
the Government’s direction and control over 
our way of life, fearing that such direction 
would threaten the very existence of individual 
freedom itself. The controversy rages —divid­ 
ing our people, stirring them to serious political 
debate, and calling for a basic re-examination 
of the direction we as a nation are traveling.

The Republicans knew something was sadly 
wrong when, in the 1962 elections, they piled 
up 48 per cent of the total vote for U. S. House 
members but got just 40 per cent of the seats. 
Now they think they have the answer: bad 
districting. 
If votes and f eats were matched at 48 per 
cent, the GOP today would have 209 house 
seats instead of the 176 they won. 
GOP researchers, seeking the reason they 
did not get those extra 33 places, took a hard 
look at congressional apportionment, nation­ 
wide. In a study now being privately circu­ 
lated to governors, legislators and party offi­ 
cials, they concluded that: 
A. great deal of RepubJJcan strength is con­ 
centrated in oversized districts. Such districts 
are defined as those which have at least 15 per 
cent more population than each district would 
have if all within a state were equal in popu­ 
lation. 
The effect of oversize, of course, is often to 
give the winning party a far bigger cushion of 
votes than it has any use for. These show up 
in the total vote — but do not add seats. If 
some of the “ extra” population were placed in 
a nearby district, it might give the party an­ 
other seat. 
Of the 85 v oversized districts in the nation, 
Republicans won 41, Democrats 44. That seems 
to put the Democrats in an even worse fix, but 
it is only part of the story. The balancing evi­ 
dence is that the Democrats captured 64 seats 
in undersized districts, while the GOP won 
only 21 in such areas. The undersized natural­ 
ly, are those which fall 15 per cent or more 
below the optimum size. 
The party that wins most in the undersized 
districts obviously makes its votes count for 
more in seats. In the 88th Congress, one of 
every four Democrats but only one of every 
nine Republicans represents an under s i z e d 
district. 
In contrast, one of every four Republican 
lawmakers but one of every six D e m o c r a t s 
represents an oversized district. 
GOP studies show that 58 of 97 seats in the 
Old South (leaving out nine at-large posts) are 
either too large or too small to be rated fairly 
apportioned. Though 
Republicans 
increased 
their southern vote mightily in 1962, they won 
just l l of the 97 districted seats — for a net 
gain of four. 
Most of the too-fat districts, say the Repub­ 
licans, are not big city areas but are either in 
medium - sized cities or in the badly under­ 
represented suburbs, coast to coast. 
• The net effect of this study is to urge upon 
GOP leaders everywhere a new, comprehensive 
effort to achieve more equitable congressional 
apportionment, which might in turn yield 
a 
better party ratio of seats to votes.

During House debate on the 
multi-billion dollar foreign aid 
authorization bill, Rep.

While conceding that efforts 
are being made to curb what 
he said was improper use of 
aid 
money, 
Rep. Thomson 
claimed that from 1900 to 1963 
“ bills" sent to aid-recipient 
nations — asking for repayment 
of such funds -- had grown in 
amount from $10 million to 
$24.8 
million. 
Recoveries 
ranged from $9.9 million 
in 
1960 to $12.7 million in 1963. 
In the first three-quarters of 
fiscal 1964, said the Congress­ 
man, about $5 million had been 
collected in repayments. 
Asserting he had his informa­ 
tion from the “ bills’* sent out 
for collection by the Agency 
for International Development, 
the

legislator 
asserted that among the “ bills" 
the countries to which they were 
sent and the amounts involved 
were:

Now it is admitted that the 
taxes can’t go any higher. The 
cost is nearly one franc of 
every four earned.

French goods, which are al­ 
ready priced high enough to

France is dependent.

At the Texas Republican con­ 
vention on Sept. 15, 
Miller 
waved a copy of a deed to 
seven 
lakeside sites outside 
Austin and told 4,000 cheering 
Republicans how Lyndon John­ 
son had placed racial restric­ 
tions on them nineteen 
years 
ago. 
What the would-be Vice Pres­ 
ident didn’t tell his listeners, 
however, was that at that very 
moment he had been on the long 
distance telephone to his Wash­ 
ington real estate agent, Ted 
Lingo, to discuss the racial 
restriction on his own $60,000 
residence in the 
Washington 
suburbs. 
Miller had bought his home at 
6605 Radnor Road, Bethesda, 
Md., as part of a completely 
restricted community, and he 
made three or four long dis­ 
tance calls to agent Lingo to 
make sure that they both told 
Hie same story if this fact was 
later revealed by the press. 
Nine days later, as this news­ 
man was digging into his re­ 
stricted covenant, Miller is­ 
sued 
a 
statement that 
he 
had “ discovered" his home had 
been covered by an anti-Negro 
restriction as part of a deed 
covering all the land in his 
area. The explanation on Sept. 
24 made it appear that he had 
just “ discovered” this, when 
the truth was that he had been 
frantically phoning his 
real 
estate broker on or about Sept. 
15. 
The broker, Ted Lingo, is a 
highly successful real 
estate 
agent, who handles a great deal 


of 
restricted property. And 
when 
my 
associate, 
Jack 
Anderson, 
was 
selling some 
suburban 
Maryland property 
through him, Lingo said that he 
would show it to Negroes but 
find some excuse not to sell 
it to them. Anderson refused to 
go along with this. 
Miller was a member of Con­ 
gress. When he acquired his 
Bethesda home in 1958, he was 
in a privileged position of re­ 
spect occupied by only 434 other 
people 
in 
the entire United 
States. He is a lawyer, Ander­ 
son is not. Yet he did not take 
the same precautions regarcU 
ing a controversial matter well- 
publicized in and around the na­ 
tion's capital. 
-B arry Had a Covenant Too- 
This, however, is only part 
of the inside story. 
At the same time that the 
charming and likeable would- 
be Vice President was waving 
Johnson’s restricted deeds in 
front of 4,000 cheering Texas 
Republicans, he overlooked his 
own racial history in 
other 
areas. He also overlooked the 
racial restrictions on 
t h e 
property of his running-mate, 
Barry Coldwater. 
Two years after Miller was 
elected to Congress, he rented 
a house, in 1952, at 721 North 
Overlook 
Drive, 
Alexandria, 
Va. 
Research 
of the 
records 
shows that there are covenants 
attached 
to the property re­ 
stricting sale or rental to per­ 
sons "not of the Caucasian 
race.” 
There was 
no 
dis­ 
claim er by Miller found with 
the deed. 
The congressman from Lock­ 
port lived in this restricted 
area until 1957, then moved to 
3203 Calvend Rd. Kensington, 
Md., which is part of the Rock 
Creek Hills development. TTiis 
entire area is restricted, and 
there is nothing in the records 
to show that the would-be Vice 
President 
sought 
to release 
himself from the restriction. 
In 1958, Miller moved on to 
his present home at 6605 Rad­ 
nor Road, Bethesda, also cov­

by an anti-Negro cov­ 


enant.

Victory by British Labor P ar­ 
ty Could Spark New Era F o r 
Powerful Socialist — Not Com­ 
munist — International 
Washington, D. C.: — This 
up-to-the - minute 
political 
story really begins exactly IOO 
years 
ago. Back 
in 1864 the 
bearded Karl Marx launched 
the Socialist (second) Interna­ 
tional. Decades later the Len- 
.inists launched the Third In­ 
ternational, the Trotskyites un- 
’ leased the Fourth Internationa' 
and now 
Mio Tse-tong, tug­ 
ging with N. S. Khrushchev, is 
reportedly ready to create the 
Fifth Internationa1. 
In the U. S. knowledge of the 
S e c o n d I n t e r n a t i o n a l is 
esoteric. Those who remember 
a mention of it in a college 
class think it dead. Far from 
it. The Second International is 
alive. It is vibrant. Except in 
this country it is contending 
for power all across the free 
world -- especially 
in 
th e 
British election, which is gen­ 
erally being overlooked because 
of the tensions of our own presi­ 
dential race 
However, the results of the 
British poll could affect us al­ 
most as much as the outcome. 
in the U. S. on Nov. 3. 
The race in the United King­ 
dom is between a S ocialist 
Party -- the British Labor P ar­ 
ty — and a middle - of-the- 
road capitalist party — the 
Conservatives. 
Because Laoor Party leader 
Harold Wilson may find him­ 
self 
Prime 
Minister 
of the 
British Empire within a few 
weeks and because he has been 
acting chairman of the Socialist 
International, I sought out its 
headquarters in London recent­ 
ly. 
I found it on the second floor 
of an apartment house, walk­ 
up type, in St. John’s Wood, 
High Street, in a quiet part 
of London. The few rooms had 
been converted into small of­ 
fices and a slender, graying, 
fiftyish general secretary by 
the name of Albert earthy pre­ 
sided over it, modestly apolo­ 
gizing for some of the disar­ 
ray on his desk. 
Modestly, I say, because the 
Socialist International now has 
11,834,680 members as of the 
latest count. When its world 
congress meets a year from 
now it will have millions more 
in its 42 affiliated parties. 
More than half of the Socialist 
International membership is in 
the British Labor Party — 6,- 
325,507. But these ’Igjres are 
no clue ’o the Liternaiional’s 
real strength. 
The affiliated parties polled 
a total of 64,495,686 votes in 
elections across the world dur­ 
ing the first six months of 1963. 
This does not include more 
recent polls such as the Italian 


election 
Nor ara these votes 
rolled up by Communist parties 
which 
call 
themselves 
So­ 
cialist. This total is gathered 
from polls in the free world 
-- outside the Iron and Bam­ 
boo curtains, outside of Yugo­ 
slavia. 


Nor is this vast vote something 
which has been piled up only in 
far off lands. Few Americans 
realize there is a powerful new 
Socialist party right 
on 
our 
northern border. The New Dem­ 
ocratic Party, fully affiliated 
with the Socialist International, 
has 255,000 members and polled 
1,027,559 votes, or 14 per cent 
of the total cast in Canada in 
the national election. And the 
party there is just beginning 
to operate. 
If the British Socialists, who 
receive 90 per cent of their 
support from the Trades Un­ 
ion Congress, win next month, 
the victory is expected to set 
off a Socialist chain reaction 
across Europe. With the British 
government in the hands of H ar­ 
old Wilson’s Socialists, the So­ 
cialists of West Germany are 
expected to whip up enough 
enthusiasm to elect their lead­ 
er, West Berlin’s Mayor Willie 
Brandt, as chancellor of the 
German Republican in 1965. 
Mr. Wilson had already pre­ 
dicted a Socialist-led Europe 
sometime in 1965. Such a So­ 
c i a l i s t 
c o n t i n e n t 
w i l l 
1 ‘establish new patterns of re la ­ 
tions with the U. S.," according 
to the British Labor Party lead­ 
er. 
He has said that “ Europe is 
on the eve of a great social 
breakthrough." He bases this 
not only on the chances of his 
own election and that of Herr 
Brandt, but also on the fact 
that 
Italian Socialist Party 
leader Pierto Nenni is vice 
prem ier of Italy and French 
Socialist 
Party 
leader Guy 
Mollet 
has 
a considerable 
chance of succeeding the ag­ 
ing Charles de Gaulle. 
As Mr. Wilson sees it, most 
of 
Europe, including 
the 
Scandinavian nations, of course, 
would then be under Socialist 
Party leadership. There would 
be no need to create any new 
Socialist councils. The Sec­ 
ond International 
is 
there. 
Its leaders, such as the famed 
Paul - Henri Spaak, who once 
ran 
NATO, and Wilson and 
Brandt, meet regularly. 
There is also a Council which 
acts as the governing body of 
the Socialist International. It 
met in Brussels on Sept. 2nd. 
Thus, if Mr. Wilson’s dream 
comes true, America will face 
three world blocs, the Soviet 
Communists, Mao’s Commu­ 
nists and the 
n o n -Communist 
Socialists. That should keep 
the world spinning.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate

Leader Mike Mans­ 
field, D-Mont., today 
urged 
President Johnson, Republican 
presidential nominee 
Barry 
Goldwater 
and 
their 
vice- 
presidential 
running 
mates 
to avoid risking their lives by 
imprudent mingling with cam­ 
paign crowds. 
With a grim reference to the 
Warren Com m ission report on 
the assassination of President 
John 
F . Kennedy, the Senate 
Dem ocratic 
leader urged all 
four 
major 
candidates “ to 
avoid exposing them selves un­ 
necessarily to 
this danger.” 
“ The Warren report under* 
sco res American political his­ 
tory in showing that the d isas­ 
ter of an assassination of a na­ 
tional figure not only can be, 
but is likely to be the work of a 
single 
warped 
mind,” Mans­ 
field told the Senate in prepared 
rem arks. 
He urged the candidates to 
comply 
with 
security 
safe­ 
guards of the Secret Service and 
other police officials and pro­ 
tectors. 
“ It is a matter of basic prud­ 
ence and has nothing whatever 


to do .. h personal courage or 
confidence in the people of the 
United States,” he said. 
Mansfield noted that a nation­

it precautions

Johnson has frequently ming­ 
led with campaign crowds in ap­ 
parent disregard of his Secret 
Service and police guards and 
the Warren report. 
“ Much of the responsibility 
rests with the President and the 
candidates them selves,” Mans- 
field said. 


“ I repeat, I strongly urge all 
of them in the interests of the 
nation to follow the procedures 
designed to provide for their 
safety, even if at tim es it means 
leaving a few hands unshaken 
or som e autograph books un­ 
signed,” Mansfield added.

Staphylococcus aureus can pre­ 
vent the subsequent acquisition 
of virulent infection-producing 
strains of this bacterium , a 
study among volunteers at the 
Federal Penitentiary in Atlanta 
showed today. 


The findings indicate that this 
protective interference, pre­

in studies 
-am ong newborns, might be used 
to prevent staph infections in 
households 
and 
hospitals, 
according to a report in the 
American Journal of D iseases 
of Children, published by the

Virulent strains of staph are 
found among other normal bac­ 
teria carried nasally by certain 
persons 
who 
represent

potential hazard to their en-

their contacts and to 
them selves, it was pointed out.

which 
permanently 
eradicates 
virulent 
staph 
strains 
from all 
persistent 
carriers. 
There 
w ere 
122 persistent 
staph carriers and 212 p ersist­ 
ent noncarriers included in the 
study reported by D rs. Marvin 
B oris, New York City, Thomas 
F. S ellers Jr., Atlanta, Heinz 
F. Eichenwald, D allas, John C. 
Ribble, New York City, and 
Henry R. Shinefield, New York 
City. 
Some 
carriers 
w ere 
given 
antibiotics which tem porarily 
rem oved nasal bacteria, then 
inoculated with the weak staph 
strain 
and finally challenged 
with the virulent strain, while 
other groups of carriers and 
noncarriers were used for com ­ 
parison purposes. 
The ability to colonize per­ 
sistent 
noncarriers with the 
weak strain was significantly 
le ss than the ability to colonize 
ca rriers 
pretreated su c c e ss­ 
fully with antibiotics, the r e ­ 
search ers said. 
Antibiotic therapy as employed 
in this study only resulted in 
a 
transient suppression of S 
aureus, according to the re­ 
port. 
When drug therapy was 
not im m ediately followed 
by 
inoculation with the weak staph 
strain, the authors commented, 
the original S aureus strain r e ­ 
appeared in most subjects. Con­ 
versely , they added, the original 
strain 
was 
recovered only 
rarely when there was su c c e ss­ 
ful implantation of the

study provides “ direct 
evidence” 
that nasal coloni­ 
zation of a weak staph strain 
interferes with the subsequent 
colonization of an infection - 
causing strain, the authors con­ 
cluded.

i Similarities say Scientists 


HOUSTON, 
Tex. (AF) 
— 
Beautiful Hawaii would appear 
to have nothing in common with 
the desolate bareness of the 
moon. 
Yet there is a big sim ilarity, 
say Manned Spacecraft Center 
scientists after a close study of 
the recent Ranger 7 photos. 
Uel S. Clanton, space center 
geologist and one of a team of 
moon 
experts 
studying 
Ranger's remarkable pictures 
of the moon, said the photos re- 
veal a string of shield volcanoes 
which 
are 
readily 
disting­ 
uishable by 
their low«angle, 
cone-shaped craters. 
Hawaii is one of two places 
— on earth with shield volcanoes, 
Clanton said. Greenland is the 
other. 
For this reason, Clanton said 
geology field trips to Hawaii by 
MKthe nation's 29 astronauts would 
be made soon, 
so; 
Hawaii's famous Mauna Loa 
.is a 
shield volcano, 
Clan- 
.Pvton said. The moon trainees* 
work would be to study the 
lava beds of the fiery crater 
so they would be familiar with 
the lava formations in case 
the same flows were found on 
the moon. 
Clanton agrees with Dr. Ger­ 
ard P. Kiuper of the University 
of Arizona and the National 
Aeronautics 
and Space Ad­ 
m inistration's top analyst of 
Hie 4,316 Ranger photos. 
Kiuper believes the

He also says he believes 
formations in the photos to be 
lava flow beds. 
Clanton said this is his theory 
too, although Ranger 7 pictures 
gave no solid basis for this 
theory or the one advanced by 
Dr. Thomas Gold of Cornell 
University, who said the moon 
was covered by a deep layer 
of dust. 
Clanton said laboratory tests 
with dust in a vacuum chamber 
equal to the moon's pressure 
showed that the material "wel<L 
ed" together, much like a tex­ 
ture of crunchy snow. 
"We are stilt studying the 
pictures," Clanton said, "but 
much of the moon looks volcan­ 
ic in origin." 
He said that heat, which is 
associated with volcanic activi­ 
ty on earth, does not have to be 
present in an environment such 
as the moon's to produce cra­ 
ters. 
"A gas or liquid that came to 
the surface of the moon would 
expand and explode and that is 
a volcanic eruption," Clanton 
said. "T here is no heat as­ 
sociated with the explosion.". 
To 
demonstrate, 
Clanton 
cited tests in vacuum chambers 
where liquids explode when de­ 
pressurized. 
The space geologist said he 
found evidence of an almost 
continuous battering of the lu­ 
nar surface by meteoroids and 
micro m^teo rids.

Surgical removal of the cancer 
and destruction of the tumor 
with some form of radiation are 
the prim ary methods of treat­ 
ment. A few types of malig­ 
nancy, particularly leukemia, 
react quite well to newly dis­ 
covered drugs and chemicals. 
D r u g treatment holds much 
hope, but it is not yet perfected 
and surgery and radiation are 
still the major treatments, pos­ 
sibly supplemented by carefully 
selected drugs. 
If treated promptly and prop­ 
erly, some cancers are highly 
curable. One-third of all can­ 
cers in the United States are 
being cured today and more

million 
Americans 
alive today have been cured of 
cancers. H o we v e r , a l m o s t 
300,000 Americans will die of 
cancer this year. Of this total, 
almost 100,000 might have been 
saved through early detection 
and treatment. 
The cause of cancer in man 
is not known. Some cancers 
may follow some form of physi­ 
cal irritation, such as friction, 
heat, sunlight, x-rays and other 
forms of radiation. Chemical 
Irritants may include infec­ 
tions, tars, certain of the heavy 
metals, hormones and certain 
dyes. There is no evidence that 
heredity is a factor. 
"Know and heed the American 
Cancer Society's Seven Danger 
Signals: 
1. Unusual b l e e d i n g or dis­ 
charge. 
2. A lump or thickening in the 
breast or elsewhere. 
3. A sore that does not heal. 
4. Change in bowel or bladder 
habits. 
5. Hoarseness or cough. 
6. Indigestion or difficulty in 
swallowing. 
7. Change in a wart or mole. 
If any one of these symptoms 
persists for longer than two 
weeks, see your doctor. These 
symptoms do not necessarily 
mean you have cancer, but they 
are a warning sign that it might 
be fatal to ignore.

What To Do 
With Dried 


The U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture, s i n c e March, has 
purchased more than 14 million 
pounds of dried whole egg sol­ 
ids for distribution to needy 
families. 
These dried egg solids make a 
valuable contribution to family 
meals, since they offer practi­ 
cally the same nutrients as 
fresh eggs and have many uses 
in cooking. While these pur- 
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chases are made strictly for 
distribution by USDA'S Agri­ 
cultural Marketing Service to 
needy families, sim ilar pro­ 
ducts are available to home­ 
makers In most food stores. 
Dried egg is freshly packed 
from carefully inspected, high 
quality fresh eggs. Since only 
the shells and water have been 
removed, dried egg is quickly 
restored for use by blending 
with the proper amount of water. 
Dishes in which dried eggs are 
u s e d 
should be 
thoroughly 
cooked. Therefore, they should 
NOT be used in cold milk drinks, 
Ice creams, uncooked s a l a d 
dressings, omelets, or soft cus­ 
tard puddings done on top of the 
stove. 
Dried eggs should be kept 
tightly c l o s e d and in the re ­ 
frigerator. Otherwise they may 
absorb odors or flavors or take 
up moisture and then lie diffi­ 
cult to mix with liquid. They 
will keep for months if prop­ 
erly stored. 
Both users of donated dried 
egg solids and homemakers who 
purchase dried eggs, may find 
the following recipes useful. 
CORNBREAD 
3/4 cup sifted flour 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
2 tablespoons sugar 
3/4 teaspoon salt 
3/4 cup cornmeal 
2- 1/2 tablespoons sifted dried 
whole egg 
3 tablespoons melted fat 
3/4 cup milk 
2- 1/2 tablespoons water 


Sift together flour, baking pow­ 
der, sugar, salt, cornmeal and 
dried whole egg. Add the melted 
fat, milk and water to the corn­ 
meal mixture and stir just to 
moisten the dry ingredients. 
Pour batter into a greased 9- 
inch metal layer cake pan. Set 
pan insidea 10-inch heavy metal 
frying pan and cover. (This 
serves as a top-of-stove oven.) 
Place frying pan over low heat 
and cook cornbread for 45 min­ 
utes or until golden brown on 
the bottom and sides. Do not 
remove the cover during the 
cooking period.

2/3 cup shell or elbow maca­ 
roni 
2 cups boiling water 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
2 cups grated cheese

1 teaspoon finely chopped 
onion 


1/3 cup sifted dried whole egg 
1/3 cup water 
3/4 cup hot milk 
Cook the macaroni in the boil-, 
ing salted water until tender.

walnut tree s. 
This is the conviction of an 
ofiicial of the American Walnut 
Co., Inc., which buys a third of 
its 3V2 million board feet an­ 
nually in Kansas, and of Leon­ 
ard Gould, extension marketing 
forester at Kansas State Uni­ 
versity. 
Robert Bolon, vice president 
and secretary of the Kansas 
City, Kan., firm , said areas 
along rivers, creeks and low­ 
lands in the eastern till rd of 
Kansas produce walnut lumber 
of as good quality as anywhere 
in the country.

valuable wood in walnut trees, 
com es from trunks of trees that 
are at least IC inches in diam­ 
eter inside the bark and free 
of defects. Another

Bolon said m arketable wal­ 
nut logs increase 8 to 12 per 
cent annually in value ai ter they 
reach 16 inches in diam eter. 
“ A few hours this fall o r win­ 
ter spent in pruning lim bs from 
trunks of straight, healthy wal­ 
nuts of a diam eter between 
and IO inches increase their 
value,'* Gould said. “ Pruning 
should be done before the limbs 
are three inches in diam eter, 
and care should be taken to get 
as close to the bark as possible 
wihtout cutting into it.

Is it a habit 
rather than a necessity? Could 
we train ourselves to get along 
on less? 
Would 
fewer hours 
of sleep impair our physical 
and mental well-being?” 
You never know when you’re 
going to nm into one of these 
types and walking out of a rest­ 
aurant 
on 
Reforma Avenue, 
som e sneaky fellow might fol­ 
low you down the street like he 
was selling French Postcards 
and 
whisper, 
"Is sleeping a 
habit rather than a necessity?" 
So you ask him, "When did 
they let you out or did you 
just happen to find a window 
open somewhere?” 
Then he slithers up and wants 
to know, "Could we train our­ 
selves to get along on less?” 
And you tell him, "Matter of 
fact, no. I only had three mar­ 
tinis and I believe I have trained 
m yself for four so Pm going 
back and have two more. In 
case I lost count somewhere.” 
Dr. Speedy, of course, is a 
practical person and he doesn't 
waste time on such things. Any­ 
body asks him an absurd ques­ 
tion and Dr. Speedy simply 
sand-bags him which is the end 
of the discussion. 
Normally, I sleep around IO 
hours a day (unless It comes 
out a little more) but after con­ 
ducting 
exhaustive 
test 
Dr. 
Speedy says there is a sound 
reason for this. He says it is 
due to laziness. 
The people in this intensive
